Strife For a Crossing:. 


To run the track.from the bridge to 


Milwaukee street it was necessary to 


. cross the C.-M. & St. P. tracks near the 
Howe mill and" at this point work 
•was begun with a large force. 
With 


this crossing in place the rest of the 
•work would be easy; That the crossing 
%vas not completed may be credited to 
the vigilance .of Engineer Otto Schicker. 
Work had been, going on for an hour 
-and a quarter when Engineer Schicker 


• pulled in from Milton with the way 


freight, atVl:15. 
While crossing .the 


North Biver street viaduct he passed a 
crowd of men on the track and could 
see workmen under the electric lights on 
-Biver street. 
The situation flashed 


•over him in :an instant. 
Twice before 


he had seen affairs of the kind and real- 
ized that there was no time to Jose, in 
•waiting for orders.

He ran his train dow-n through the 


yards, cut off his engine and called - to 
all the men he could reach. Seven 
jumped on the engine and back across 
the bridge they went at full speed. 
There were- no obstructions on the track 
as they went back. At Biver street it 
was possible to estimate more closely 
the number of men at work and to see 
that one engine would riot be enough. 


Car Across the Track 


Schickor started back to the round- 


house but found that he had been cut 
off. 
A carload of rails had been thrown 


off the'truck near the Evansville cut-off 


, sw'tch. Word was at once sent to the 


night operator at the passenger depot 
to telegraph for engines from the north 
and Engineer Schicker and his. fireman 
Thomas James, Conductor j. J. Callihan" 
Boadmaster A. M. Anderson and -three 
others went back to the engine; : -•'.,.

The movement had been so quick that 


the engine was among the- workmen in 
front of BlodgettV mill before warning 
haclbsen given.

gave two or three jerks at the whistle 
cord and hit the,•' ties and rails like a 
hundred ton battering ram. Ties, rails, 
lumber and Italians went in every direc- 
tion. The crossing was cleared. 


Tangle of;Cars and iEilglnea. • 


Thai: answered for the moment and as 


soon as-possible Engineer Sehicker- ran 
back to the Main, street siding and 
pulled four ,empty box cars' from in 
front of Thoroughgopd's factor^y. • These 
cars he set squarely across the crossing.. 
Two of them happened to be C. & N. W. 
empties, which were thus, made to serve 
against their owners and run the risk of 
destruction in the interest of the enemy. 


Before daylight two more engines had 


been run in from Milton and all three 
were bunched at the scene: of the at- 
tempted .crossing.

Northwestern forces were drawn away 
and work was pushed along the rest of 
the.line.

An attempt !pf the Milwaukee & St. 


Paul forces to 'pull cars off the track 
and make a blockade at Biver and Wall 
streets caused the next encounter—the 
fiercest of the day. 


By this time the St. Paul forces had 


aeen reinforced by one hundred men 
rushed out .from Wankesha on a special. 


These men were massed around some

tracks they put up props of heavy tim- 
ber to prevent the cars falling that way. 
Engineer Forced From His Seat 


A heavy chain was hooked to the cars 


by the St.'Paul men but before the en- 
gine could start Chief'Hogan jumped on 
the head engine, No. 698', and ordered 
Engineer John Murphy to leave the 
throttle.

"I won't do it." said Murphy. "I am 


protected by the United States law." 


He was pushed aside. 
A .moment 


later-the tender of his engine was the 
center of a very lively squabble. 


A.big braketnan jumped on the ten- 


der and gave the back up signal to the 
other two engines. As he did so, Peter 
Bichardsoc, an eighteen year old news 
agent jumped on the tender, grabbed, 
a coupling- pin and leaned forward to get 
a chance at Chief Hogan. 


"Arrest that boy" said 'the chief to 


Under Sheriff E. D. Boberts, who was 
close at hand. Boberts jumped on the 
tender. He slipped on the moving coal 
and he and the boy went do%'n together. 
Officers Beneke and Brown climbed'' up 
on the tender and pulled the boy'down. 
Even then the young man had not lost 
his willingness to fight and struggled 
vigorously all the way to the jail. Bich 
ardson .was kept injjail until this morn- 
ing when he was released. 


Barely Missed a Riot 


The fight in the cab barely missed 


developing a riot. Fora few minutes 
the situation was critical. The street 
was jammed with railroad laborers and 
spectators, and feeling ran high. 


The cab of engine 698 was enveloped 


in steam but Chief Hogan could be seen 
at the throttle. 
The water glass had 


been kicked off and steatu and hot water 
were driven out through the cab with 
all the force of 145 pounds \pressure. 
Before serious-damage was done, how- 
ever, Engineer .Murphyishut off the 
valves.

The moment the Chicago & North- 


western track was finished a train load 
of gravel was sent down the grade to 
the crossing where the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul cars were sta- 
tioned, i. .There was a crash, and Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul engine, No. 153, was 
daiiaged and care were thrown from the 
track.'

Asked Help From Court. 


Judge Bennett was called upon by 


both parties early in the forenoon. 
The 


Northwestern got an injunction restrain- 
ing the St. Paul company from inter- 
fering with the rights of the North- 
western, and it was served on Boad 
masters J. Murphy and A': M. Anderson, 
Agent J. S. Bowdain and the-tengineers 
of all of the five engines. -As fast as 
service was had on an engineer, however, 
the man-named in the injunction would 
leave, his cab and another man would 
take the.throttle.. The St. Paul com., 
pany got out ah injunction restraining 
the Northwestern company from cross-' 
ing .their tracks.
